DETAILED ACTION 

It is acknowledged that all corrections were made and submitted on October 27, 2001 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Weilt et al., Moses, Gutman, Lanotte, and Williams et al. disclose a system, 
method or apparatus for the irradiation of a product. All utilize a radiation source to 
irradiate a product but fail to include a reflector in the system. One of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have been motivated to modify these teachings to include a radiation 
reflector comprised of a low Z, high density material, positioned to receive and reflect 
back the penetrating and exiting radiation from the product to provide additional 
irradiation energy to the product. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
